Amoroso is discovered driving repeatedly past No. — Princes str.rt. At 
length he is blest with a sight of Pnmelu ; but his assiduity has no better result 
than that. The next day hr is more fortunate. His stanhope having passed 
thrice, tlw door onens, and out creeps a cautious tiger with a letter, which he is to 
deliver, if possible, invisibly. Amoro.so n'tircs, and reads lullcr:— 

“ It would be in vain to deny that I feel a curiosity to know who you are.— 
Your manner has given me a right to ask. 

“ I write in n disgiiisisl hand—but you will lie able to read the following direc 
tion ;—Miss Pamela-, No. —, Princes street, Hanover square.” ** 

To this Amoroiio replies, intimating that his means are limited, but that his 
love is unlimited, and asserting the HU|Mriority of drafts on Cupid overdrafts on 
Coutts. All answer is iiiinKsliately vouchsafed.

CELEBRATION OF BHAKSPEARE’S BIRTH DAY. 

Several papers before us, received per the late arrivals, are filled with the pro¬ 
ceedings bad at theeelebratton of Sbaktpeare's Birth-day, at Stratford. We have 
room but for the brief onaiyeie annexed. 

The ever memorable TwcNTr-TuiaD or Amu., derives not more importance 
in court circles from iu princely banquets in honor of the tutelar saint of England, 
than it doea among the literati of the day, or the genuine lover of poetry and (he 
drama, from its celebration, with true intellectual delight, as the birth day of a 
Poet, wliose fame is imperishable. 

On Saturday last, the town of Stratford presented one of those gay and erliven- 
ing scenes common upon the celebration of aome national Festival. The morn 
was ushered in by u delightful peal from the bells of its Collegiate Church, and 
the standard of England, hoisted at the Town Hall, gaily floated in the breeze. 
The arrival of visitors commenced with the earliest dawn of day, and the princi¬ 
pal hotels were crowded by

To eeleorste Ue Jubilee." 

Alxiut eleven o'clock the Cummiuee of (he Shakspearean Club iisaembled at the 
Falcon Inn; Mr. E. Ashwin in the chair. A report from the Committee selec¬ 
ted at the last Anniversary Meeting to obtain funds fur the renovation of the 
chancel, and (he (ombof Shakspeare, was made through Dr. ConoUy, the muck 
respected cliairman of (hat body. It was as follows:— 

" fle^rt of the Committee aj^inUd in IH35 for the preservation of the 'Tmk 
of Shakspeare and the renovation of the ChanetL made to the CommtUee of the 
Koyal Shakspearean Club, April iSid, I83(*. 

" Iminetliately after ilte annual festival in 183ft, the Committee caused the cir¬ 
cular letter, then determined upon, to be distributed as freely throughout England, 
•Scotland, and Ireland, as was practicable. 

Local Committees were formed in several towns, to co-operate with the Com¬ 
mittee ot Stratford. Subscription lists were deposited witii various bankers in 
London and in the counii^, and a book for the inscription of nances was placed on 
the ('hancel of Stratford Citurrh. With the obliging assistance of W. Harding, 
Esq. and ('apl. Crawford, R. N., circulars have been forwtird'vl to toe presiden¬ 
cies ofKombav and Madras ; aiui also to China. Washi.igtcm Irving md Geo. 
Junes, Esqra. have been requested to organir.e Committees iii the ^ aited States of 
Amrriia. 

The Eurl Delawarr, and other noblemen and gentlemen connected with the 
county of Warwick by properly and otherwise, readily vouchsaf.xi their ^rntron- 
age to the design of the commiuee ; and a co'nsiderabla number of subscriptions 
were soon received ; which have been recorded in a book intended to be preserved 
in the Archives of the Shakspearean Club. 

The whole amount of subscriptions already known lobe received, including 
his Maiesly’s gracious donation of £50, is about £700.—Nearly all the members 
of ih“ Royal Family, many of the Nobility, and not a few of the most distinguish¬ 
ed Authors of lU present sra, are among the contributors; and from several of 
these, very interesting communications have been transmitted to the Secretary, 
eapressive of the warmest approbation of the objecu of the Committee. 

The Oration, which, as a literary production, is deserving of the highest enco¬ 
miums, was delivered at the Theatre, at twelve o’clock, by Oeorob Joniw, Esq 
the American Tragedian. ^ 

The Tlicatre was very tastefully and appropriairly fitted for the occasion. The 
pillars of the stage were entwined with branches of laurel, and from the centre 
was suspendeti the National Standard of America, which Mr. Jones had (hat 
morning present^ to the Shakspearean Club; in front on cither side, waved the 
Re.i Cross of Briiain—the banner of victory and peace. The sUge was aleo fil¬ 
led up with seats for the members of the two committees and the most distia- 
guishert visitors.

Tlw loud ttpplause of the audience testified most proudly liow gratified and de¬ 
lighted tliey were with the oration which Mr. Jones had just concluded. It was 
no small gratification also to know that his Majesty hod graciously allowed Mr. 
JotiTs iho honour of hit potronage, and added to that honuiir his especial permit- 
sion^pnnnitiiu lha oration to be dedicated to him It was a high tribute paid by 
the Muiiiu«h of (be land, to the brilliant genius of the Immortal Poet, and a keart- 
fek glow of gratitude was given to the King by the venerators of the Bard.

The company on each of the 
three days was numerous and elegant, including the Dukes of Orleans and Ne¬ 
mours, and, as usual nowadays, beaucoup de$ Rraut, who have cominisaions 
from tne Inspcctress-Qeneral, Princess Lieven, lo see everything and to report 
everything. Thus for every brace of Russians la be met wilh in public or in

tlie Princess Lieven; I only know that it was mode in the Rue de la Paix, and 
that it was acknowledged “ in the affair of Cracew.”

He miiig himself on (lie sofa in 
(lie iiarlour in a staleo meiiCil distraction, and all nttein|its to solace him being 
in vain, the domestics were forced n luciuiitly to leave him, and retired lo lied at a 
late hour. 

About six o’clock on the following (Friday) nioniiiig, one of tlie female servanu 
came down stairs, and on entering the [larior u most appalling s|><etude was pre¬ 
sented to her view ; the body of her master was fouiKl extended on llie floor, de¬ 
luged in blood, which luul flowed from a frighiftil wound in the iiead, and near 
him lay a large duelling pistol, with w liich it was evident tlie deed had been 
pemelrated. 

From an examination of the wound, it ap|iears that death mu.*t have been al¬ 
most instantaneous—but it is rather exiraoidiiiary tint the report of the pistol 
was not heard by any of the inmates. He was about 50 years of age. 

A Lxd KILLED BY A Pa.vther. —Tlie Ogdeiisbiirg Republican relates the fol¬ 
lowing melancholy incident, the particulars of wliich were given by the father of 
of the boy who lost his life; he was only 12 years of age, and was hunting alone 
in the vicinity of Indian Camp, near Black Lake.
